Topic  1  -  Divorce  -  An  unhappy  end  or  a  constructive  new  beginning? 

When  a  marriage  is  not  meeting  the  needs  of  one  or  both  partners,  sometimes  divorce  is  considered. 
What  are  your  feelings  as  to  whether  divorce  should  be  considered  in  the  case  of  an  unhappy  marriage? 
Should  divorce  be  granted  at  the  mutual  consent  of  both  partners  or  should  "grounds  for  divorce" 
be  established?  Should  counseUing  be  mandatory  for  those  seeking  divorce?  Should  predivorce 
counselling  center  on  trying  to  rebuild  the  marriage,  trying  to  help  the  individuals  adapt  to  single 
life,  or  both,  as  needed.  Would  it  be  a  good  idea  to  require  those  who  are  considering  remarriage 
to  get  premarital  counselling?  Should  there  be  changes  made  in  existing  maintenance  laws  involved 
in  divorce?  These  are  some  of  the  topics  you  should  consider.

masturbation,  homosexuality,  birth  control  or  abortion.  You  may  express  your  views  on  any  of  these 
topics.

EXERCISE  1 


Changing  economic  conditions,  high  divorce  rates  and  the  feminist  movement  have  brought  about 
major  changes  in  family  life  in  North  America  in  the  past  fifteen  to  twenty  years.

What  problems  or  challenges  do  single  parent  families  and  two  career  families  face  in  raising 
children?  Include  problems  that  both  the  parents  and  the  children  face.  Discuss  ways  you  feel  the 
challenges  can  be  handled,  while  allowing  parents  to  continue  to  work  full  time. 

Topic  2  -  Professional  day  care  versus  home  care 

Some  people  feel  it  is  better  for  the  social  development  of  young  children  for  children  to  be  in 
a  day  care  center,  with  other  children.  Others  feel  the  better  environment  to  raise  children  in  is  the 
home  environment. 


What  are  the  advantages  and  disadvantages  of  home  care?  What  are  the  advantages  and 
disadvantages  of  day  care  centers?  Which  system  do  you  feel  is  better  able  to  meet  the  physical,  social, 
emotional  and  moral  needs  of  children?
